pole adjacent to the platform.  The enclosure is normally locked, 

but Metro North Railroad electricians were performing routine 

maintenance and allowed us access to the panelboard enclosure.  

The panleboard in the enclosure is in good working condition and 

is more than adequate for this station platform.   

There is one floodlight mounted on the service pole that illuminates the 

platform.  This floodlight maintains 13.6 foot-candles, which is 

above the minimal platform light levels as recommended by the 

IESNA.
